Committee 


THE DUTIES of a program chair- 
man require the thoughtfulness of 
a genial host, a capacity for de- 
tails, and the ability to be as 
specific in correspondence as in 
‘the writing of a prescription for 
medicine. Common courtesies to 
an essayist are at times neglected, 
and the visiting speaker returns to 
his home with an impression far 
from favorable. 

An oral surgeon, for example, 
was invited to speak at a dental 
meeting in a distant town. He 








stepped off the train and found no 
one to meet him. “After waiting 
on the platform for several min- 
utes,” he said, “I taxied to the 
largest hotel. The desk clerk said 
that no reservation was listed un- 
der my name, and was sorry that 
every room was occupied. On fur- 
ther questioning, I was directed to 
a dental meeting in session on the 
mezzanine. Finally, I introduced 
myself to a member of the program 
committee who managed to get me 
a room at a small hotel on the side 
street.” 

Though this lack of courtesy 
was the result of a misundertand- 
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ing between the chairman and the 
guest speaker, the memory of a 
cold welcome, combined with the 
inconvenience of second-rate hotel 
accommodations, would make the 
essayist hesitate to accept a second 
invitation to appear on the pro- 
gram of that particular dental so- 
ciety.

Financial Arrangements 


The comment of an orthodontist 
indicates what may occur when a 
chairman is ambiguous concern- 
ing financial considerations: 
“There was no clear statement 
about traveling expenses, and | 
have a reluctance for mentioning 
money matters. The check they 
eave me on arrival for travel and 
incidental expenses was_ hardly 
adequate, considering that the 
round trip was almost eight hun- 
dred miles. I came out on the loss 
side of the ledger.” 

To prevent an essayist from be- 
ing dissatisfied, the program chair- 
man should include with the invi- 
tation the exact terms of the hon- 
orarium, a stipulated sum for trav- 
eling expenses, and a definite 
agreement relating to hotel accom- 
modations. The letter should be no 
less concrete about remuneration 
than it is cordial in extending the 
request.

of appearing before dental groups 
solely for the honor: Since the 
honorarium can rarely be termed 
an attractive sum, the allotment 
for travel expenses should be as 
generous as the executive com- 
mittee decides is feasible for its 
budget. Even more, a check for 
transportation and incidental ex- 
penses should be sent to the cli- 
nician before he leaves his home 
city. Not only is this policy con- 
ducive to amenities of the profes- 
sion, but it indicates, as well, good 
business tactics. 


Expected Courtesies 


Usually when a program chair- 
man is elected he must assume 
the efforts involved in the arrange- 
ment for clinicians throughout the 
year. Recent appointees would 
show good judgment in not at- 
tempting to shoulder all the re- 
sponsibilities alone. Committee- 
men may have a remarkable talent 
for begging out of an assignment. 
but if given sufficient time and the 
understanding that they are per- 
sonally responsible, say, for meet- 
ing the visitor at the railroad sta- 
tion, the chairman is likely to de- 
rive cooperation from his assist- 
ants. — 

After receiving a letter of ac- 
ceptance, the chairman, of course. 
will mail a follow-up letter to the 
speaker for the purpose of obtain- 
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ing a brief biography to be pub- 
lished in the program and local 
newspapers. Such _ information 
should be included as: 

1. Place of graduation 

2. Professional connections 

3. Former affiliations 

4. Personal items of interest 

D>. Resumé of the subject 

These notes of human interest 
arouse enthusiasm among the so- 
ciety members. And any factor 
which increases attendance, even 
to a small degree, is significant. 

County societies located near 
universities have a wellspring of 
outstanding clinicians. But a neg- 
lect on the part of the chairman 
to apply the social urbanities some- 
times stems from this geographic 
advantage. He will probably tele- 
phone rather than write to the pro- 
fessor or instructor at the school 
of dentistry. The clinician accepts 
the invitation. Because he may be 
an associate member of that com- 
ponent dental society, or because 
several of the members are his 
former students or friends of long 
standing, he graciously refuses the 
honorarium. By some means of ra- 
tionalization, the chairman decides 
that a note of appreciation is un- 
necessary. He knows the speaker 
by his first name; besides, he 
thanked him on behalf of the au- 
dience, and this was followed by a 
rising vote of thanks. 

It would appear that essayists 
have a different point of view on 
this hallmark of good manners. 
“They didn’t even send a letter of 
appreciation,” was the remark 
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most frequently mentioned by the 


physicians and dentists whom [| . 


questioned. Perhaps there was an 
oversight because of a change of 
committees, a neglect of a promise 
by one of the committeemen, ill- 
ness, or some other unaccountable 
reason. Nevertheless, the fact is 
evident—essayists expect letters of 
appreciation. This is the one for- 
mality between speakers and dental 
societies which admits no compro- 
mise. The chairman must always 
remember that his gestures of good 
manners, or lack of them, reflect 
on the entire society. 
Thoughtfulness for the other 
person so that he will feel at ease 
—this is the basis of good breed- 
ing. In many ways it is not unre- 
lated to efficiency. As a case in 
point, when I stopped in at a 
dean’s office recently, the young 
secretary told me he was out of 
town and would not return until 
the following Tuesday. Then she 
referred to a memo pad, and add- 
ed: “The Dean will arrive in St. 
Louis at 2:30 this afternoon. He 
has a reservation at the Jefferson 
Hotel. He is traveling on the 
Spirit of St. Louis, car 52, roomette

The efficiency of a well-trained 
secretary. Courtesy stimulates busi- 
ness. Although a program com- 
mittee is not expected to evi- 
dence such high-powered profi- 
ciency, small kindnesses and 
thoughtful gestures which indicate 
to the guest speaker that he is ap- 
preciated are all-important. For it 
is these urbane gestures which in- 
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fluence the subconscious and in 
turn create a desire in the essayist 
to present his subject with all the 
interest and enthusiasm of which 
he is capable. An act of kindness 
is a silent compliment. 


The Honorarium 


The honorarium for district and 
state dental meetings ranges from 
$50 to $300, depending on the 
prominence of the essayist. The 
well-known policy of boosting the 
budget by including advertise- 
ments in the programs or a profit 
derived from commercial exhibi- 
tors has made it possible to offer 
an attractive honorarium and in- 
vite eminent speakers. The tenden- 
cy at mosi large meetings is to 
supplement the expense fund with 
a nominal registration fee. While 
a small percentage of practitioners 
still complain that a registration 
fee is unjustifiable, it would seem 
more logical to maintain this fee 
and engage outstanding essayists 
rather than revert to the question- 
able alternative of a tenuous hon- 
orarium and what it implies—less 
possibility of engaging worthwhile 
speakers. 

How can an out-of-town speaker 
be convinced that he is welcome? 
A physician was favorably im- 
pressed at the thoughtfulness 
shown by a program committee of 
a dental society in Illinois. He 
said: “During our three-day visit a 
table was reserved for the clini- 
cians in the dining room. No wait- 
ing in line, no need to hurry. And 
there was always someone to talk 
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to at meals—I dislike eating alone. 
Altogether a wonderful tonic for 
the ego. It was that small gesture 
which made me really feel like a 
guest and not just a scheduled 
speaker who receives an hono- 
rarium and should expect incon- 
veniences as part of the experi- 
ence.” 

A professor of prosthetic den- 
tistry had complimentary words 
for a society in a large eastern 
city: “With the invitation there 
was information about the depar- 
ture and arrival time of trains, 
planes, and the highway route 
numbers if I preferred to drive. 
Somehow, you can’t refuse that 
kind of invitation.” 


Essayist’s Entertainment 


Many essayists who travel ex- 
tensively are as familiar with sev- 
eral cities in the country as they 
are with their home city. One not- 
ed speaker offered this observa- 
tion: “Every now and then a pro- 
gram committee bends over back- 
ward to keep me entertained dur- 
ing my stay; whereas, my plans 
might be to have dinner with old 
friends, residents of that city, or 
perhaps to spend the evening with 
a relative in the suburbs.” 

, As at all annual meetings, there 
are intercollegiate luncheons, 
symposiums, dinner dances. In the 
few free hours available, an essay- 
ist may wish to choose his own 
diversion, especially when he is 
well acquainted with the city. 
Both host and guest might be far

should take to avoid infection 


An Occupational Hazard 
of the Dentist

THE INCIDENCE of accidental infec- 
tion of dentists from syphilitic pa- 
tients is infrequent. When it does 
occur, the site of the inoculation is 
the hand of the operator. The in- 
frequency of contamination is an 
eloquent testimony of the lauda- 
tory fact that the vast majority of 
the members of the dental profes- 
sion are thoroughly aware of the 
importance of hygienic hand care, 
not only for the protection of their 
patients, but also for themselves. 
Another factor which plays ay 
influencing role in this salutory in- 
frequency is the well-established 
actuality that although syphilis is 
a chronic, germ-produced. com- 
municable disease, the likelihood 
of its infectious propensity varies

in an indirect proportion with its 
length of residency in each patient. 
To state it more clearly: in the so- 
called primary and secondary stag- 
es of the disease, syphilis is vi- 
ciously infectious; while in the lat- 
er stages, which are much more 
lengthy, the disease becomes al- 
most impotent with regard to com- 
municability. 

If we would add to these two in- 
fluencing factors a third one, that 
of being able to recognize, or at 
least suspect, the presence of syph- 
ilis in its primary, secondary, and 
tertiary manifestations within the 
mouth, and also the manifestations 
of the secondary stage on the ex- 
posed surfaces, the incidence of in- 
fection as a professional hazard of 
the dental surgeon could be re- 
duced to almost nil. 

The Treponema pallidum thrives 
in the moist, warm, dark, velvety 
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folds of the genital mucous mem- 
brane. During the intimate ap- 
proximal contact of coitus, they 
are readily communicated to the 
respondent connubial partner; it is 
because of this propensity that 
syphilis is placed rightly in the 
category of venereal diseases. 
Transmission from lesions of the 
skin or lesions of other mucous 
membranes such as those of the 
oral cavity is, however, equally 
possible. Such transmission may 
occur through any break in the 
epidermal protective armor of the 
body, be it of the skin or the mu- 
cous membrane. The direct contact 
of the dentist’s hand with the saliva 
or the oral mucous membrane of a 
patient establishes a route of pos- 
sible pathogen conveyance. Fortu- 
nately, the danger of infection, al- 
though theoretically present at any 
lime that the Treponema pallidum 
is present in the patient, is actually 
an occupational hazard to the den- 
tist only under the following con- 
ditions: 








Primary Stage, 
Chancre of Tongue. 
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1. When a chancre is present in 
or near the mouth (including the 
lips and pharynx). 

2. During the entire secondary 
stage of syphilis, whether intraoral 
manifestations are present or ab- 
sent. 

3. When a gumma or other ter- 
tiary manifestation of intraoral 
syphilis exists. 

4. In case an operator cuts or 
jags himself with an instrument, 
tooth, or appliance while engaged 
in the treatment of a syphilitic pa- 
tient. 


Chancre 


Approximately twenty to twenty- 
eight days are required for the ap- 
pearance of a reddish elevation at 
the site of inoculation of the syph- 
ilis producing spirochete, the Tre- 
ponema pallidum. This syphilis 
heralding lesion enlarges with no- 
ticeable rapidity. As it reaches a 
stage of nodulation, it presents a 
firm resiliency. In medical litera- 
ture it is known as a hard chancre

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or as the primary lesion of syph- 
ilis. As the chancre enlarges, it 
chokes off its own blood supply at 
its center. This causes a death of 
cells and the resultant appearance 
of an ulcer. The fully developed 
hard chancre is a quarter to half 
dollar-sized, rounded, ulcerating, 
elevated, red og dark red mass, 
firmly resilient, but dully painful 
and not perceptibly tender. A scant 
amount of serosanguineous exuda- 
tion moistens its ulcerating center, 
while the regional lymph nodes 
present a longitudinal engorge- 
ment, a painless swelling of vari- 
able size and intensity. Hard chan- 
cres about the oral cavity, often 
spoken of as extragenital chancres, 
occur on the lips, the tongue, the 
pharyngeal walls, the palate, the 
gingivae, the uvula, and the buccal 
mucosa in the approximate order 
of frequency enumerated. How- 
ever, only intelligent and thorough 
appraisal of a lesion, which pre- 
sents any or all of the previously 
described characteristics in these 
locations, will reveal its true na- 
ture, for there are other diseases 
which may simulate the appear- 
ance and behavior of a hard chan- 
cre. These are a gumma (which is 
a tertiary syphilitic process), tu- 
berculosis, carcinoma, and a troph- 
ic ulcer produced by a persistent- 
ly recurring trauma. Dark field 
visualization of the corkscrew or- 
ganism, the Treponema pallidum, 
and serologic evidence as estab- 
lished by such standard clinical 
laboratory procedures as the Was- 
sermann, Kahn, Hinton, Kline, 











Eagle, and other tests, are of crit- 
ical importance in the evaluation 
of the symptoms and signs. It must 
be emphasized that the dark field 
investigation should be conducted 
by one familiar with the technical 
difficulties occasioned by the pres- 
ence of the spirochetes of the intra- 
oral flora, unrelated to, but re- 
sembling the Treponema pallidum. 
As swelling of the regional (sub- 
mental, submaxillary, cervical) 
lymph nodes may accompany any 
of the four above-named disease 
possibilities, its evaluation also re- 
quires the services of the expert. 

What should the attitude of the 
dentist be when confronted by a 
patient with a lesion resembling a 
hard chancre? He should refuse to 
handle (manually) the patient un- 
til he has assurance of a noninfec- 
tious nature of it; or, if treatment, 
extraction or any other procedure, 
necessitating the introduction of 
hands into the patient’s mouth is 
unavoidable, sterile rubber gloves 
must be worn. Later, all instru- 
ments must be boiled and the 
gloves steam sterilized. 


Secondary Stage 


The real danger of accidental 
infection from syphilis exists dur- 
ing its secondary stage which is 
ushered in six to eight weeks after 
the appearance of a hard chancre. 
It has manifold manifestations. 
What in reality actuates this high- 
ly explosive, eruptive phase of 
syphilis is a matter of conjecture. 
Either the numerical increase of 
the Treponema pallidum, or the 
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Tertiary Stage, 
Interstitial Glossitis.

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toxemia produced by the latter, or 
because of the overwhelming natu- 
ral defenses of the host, the entire 
body economy and metabolism is 
put at bay to such an extent that 
an acute phase of syphilis develops 
in which the host suffers grave 
and multiple defects. The infective 
agent takes the upper hand and 
multiplies to reach overwhelming 
numbers; so much so that’ the 
host’s blood, lymph, even some of 
his secretions such as the saliva, 
lesions of the skin and mucous 
membranes, are swarming with 
Treponema. Thus any contact can 
prove disastrous should the Tre- 
ponema find ingress through a 
break of the skin or mucous mem- 
brane surface of another individu- 
al. Of the manifold and varied 
manifestations of the secondary 
stage of syphilis which may last 
three to nine months, the dentist 
must bear in mind especially the 
following: 

1. An acneiform (pimple-like) 
eruption of the face and neck. 

2. A pustular varioloid (small- 
pox-like) eruption of the face and 
neck, 

3. A flat reddish, or bluish-red 
fixed, slightly scaly eruption of the 
face, neck, and hands (especially 
palms). 

4. A circinate (ringworm-like) 
eruption of the face in the Negro 
patient. 

5. A loss of hair of a particular 
design and pattern, referred to as 
presenting a ““worm-eaten” appear- 
ance. 

6. A sore throat, persistent and 
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unassociated with appropriate rise 
of the body temperature. 

7. The presence or appearance of 
grayish-white mucous membrane 
patches or small erosive ulcers on 
the tongue or other areas of the 
oral mucous membrane. 

These last mentioned signs of 
the secondary stage of syphilis are 
the most dangerous so far as the 
dentist is concerned. 

What should be the attitude of 
the dentist when he is confronted 
by a patient presenting one or 
more of these symptoms? The pa- 
tient should not be handled until 
complete assurance can be ob- 
tained that the suspicion of syph- 
ilis is rot corroborated by sero- 
logic tests of the Wassermann, 
Kahn, or Hinton variety. Serologic 
investigation in this, the second 
stage of syphilis, gives the dentist 
an absolute and positive answer to 
the question: Is this patient affect- 
ed by syphilis? If the answer is in 
the affirmative, the danger of con- 
tagion is real. 


Tertiary Stage 


Syphilitic manifestations of the 
tertiary stage in the oral cavity 
fall into three categories: 

1. Gumma. 

2. Nodulo-ulcerative lesions. 

3. Chronic diffuse inflammatory 
disease of the tongue. 

A gumma is a slowly enlarging, 
usually painless, tumefaction which 
seems to appear insidiously at the 
site of, or following, some injury 
such as may occur during mastica- 
tion or by a dental instrument, to 
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mention the two which are the most 
common. The palate, the tongue, 
and the pharynx are the most fre- 
quent sites upon which such a 
gumma may appear. Indifference 
of the patient, neglect to obtain 
proper treatment, damage by fur- 
ther trauma, may lead to a central 
necrosis, and on the palate this 
may result in a perforation and the 
establishment of a permanent and 
direct opening between the nasal 
cavity and the mouth. A gumma 
may originate the other way 
around, also, in the nares and ex- 
tend into the mouth either through 
the palate, or, what is much more 
frequent, through the structures of 
the upper lip. 

Nodulo-ulcerative lesions may 
appear on the tongue, buccal mu- 
cosa, lips, and gingivae as some- 
what indolent, slowly but steadily 
progressing, painless, destructive, 
peripherally raised and centrally 
depressed sores, usually associated 
with secondary infection to resem- 
ble Vincent’s infection even as to 
the character of the mouth smear. 
Chronicity, absence of pain, and 
tenderness should arouse suspicion 
as to the underlying cause. [nter- 
stitial glossitis is a chronic diffuse 
inflammation of the tongue which 
is almost a pathognomonic sign of 
syphilis. The process which leaves 
the tongue uneven, drawn in with 
the mucous membrane thinned and 
thickened at various points of the 
dorsum and marginally, painless, 
but stiff, or at least of greatly re- 
duced mobility, spells not only 
syphilis, but also the likelihood 
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that cancer of the tongue may de- 
velop at some future date. Chronic 
syphilitic interstitial glossitis is a 
serious disease, and it may have 
drastic consequences. These terti- 
ary syphilitic intraoral lesions may 
be infectious, although the degree 
of infectiousness is considered by 
many clinicians as low. 


Protection of Dentist 
What should be the attitude of 


the dentist when he is confronted 
by a patient presenting one or the 
other of the tertiary syphilitic man- 
ifestations? He should practice 
caution and scrupulous cleanliness, 
and perhaps use rubber gloves to 
insure against even the remote pos- 
sibility of any infection which may 
exist. 

Should a dental operator cut or 
jag himself with an instrument, 
tooth, or appliance, while engaged 
in the treatment of a syphilitic pa- 
tient, what precautions must he 
take? 

There is the old bromide that 
syphilis is no respecter of person, 
social position, or economic status. 
That is a stupid, untrue, mislead- 
ing species of nonsense. Persons of 
position, of higher level of eco- 
nomic status, persons who have 
had the advantage of good family 
surroundings, of good educational 
background, of prophylactic and 
hygienic opportunities, are not as 
liable to acquire venereal disease 
as those who have not had these 
advantages; but by the same token, 
exception to this is also probable, 
therefore, and for the personal pro- 
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tection of the dental surgeon, it is 
a good rule to observe precaution. 
Should the dentist cut, scrape, or 
jag himself either on the dental 
structures of a patient or on un- 
sterilized instruments, especially if 
this occurs at the time of having 
these in use in a patient’s mouth, 
a serologic investigation of the pa- 
tient’s blood should be carried out. 
In case this turns out to be the un- 
suspected positive, then an imme- 
diate evaluation of probabilities 
and possibilities together with the 
advisability of the institution of 
antisyphilitic treatment in the 
hands of a well-trained syphilo- 
grapher should be undertaken— 
and I mean in this case the person 
to be treated is the dentist in ques- 
tion. Should, despite all caution, 
an accidental infection occur, how- 
ever, the site of the primary lesion, 
the chancre, will of course be on 
the hand. As the surfaces about 
the nails and the fingers in general 
are more liable to this type of in- 
jury, it is these areas where the 
chancre appears. The chancre, 
which heralds the onset of syph- 
ilis, bears the characteristics previ- 
ously described. When the site of 
inoculation is at or near the nail 
itself, the chancre’s appearance 
may resemble that of a chronic pa- 
ronychia. It is important to re- 
member that a chronic paronychia, 
which is also an occupational haz- 
ard of dentists, must be expertly 
examined, utilizing dark field ex- 
amination and proper serologic in- 
vestigation. The same holds true of 
any persistent sore on the hand of 
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a dentist, especially if such a sore 
is not painful or tender, if it is in- 
dolent in progress or retrogression, 
and if it is accompanied by glan- 
dular swelling at the elbow or ax- 
illa. 


Treatment of Syphilis 


Because a tremendous change 
has occurred in the treatment of 
syphilis recently, I think it may be 
of importance to take a brief glance 
at these momentous innovations. 
Arsphenamine, neoarsphenamine, 
silvesarsphenamine, and sulphars- 
phenamine are rapidly being dis- 
placed by a less injurious, but 
more effective, preparation of the 
mapharsen variety, a derivative of 
the class of arsphenamines. 

The method of administration is 
changing to achieve a nontoxic sat- 
uration of the body in ten to thirty 
days instead of the ponderous, 
long-continued weekly or semi- 
weekly treatments of the recent 
past. But the light which is appear- 
ing the brightest on the therapeutic 
horizon is the newcomer in medi- 
cine: penicillin. Experience and the 
evaluation of treatment and pa- 
tients, and also the elapse of suf- 
ficient length of time, is needed 
until this new antibiotic agent can 


be properly appraised, but already 
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This month’s $100 Orat Hyciene award 
for the best article published goes to 
Lester Hollander, M. D. 
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many syphilographers have modi- 
fied the treatment of their patients 
to lean more and more heavily up- 
on it as their therapeutic big gun. 
The present plan of treatment of 
acute syphilis comprises, with nec- 
essary and unpredictable varia- 
tions, the following: 

1. Hospitalization of the patient. 

2. Confinement to bed with bath- 
room privilege. 

3. Light, easily digestible diet. 

4. Intramuscular injection of 
20,000 oxford units of penicillin 
every three hours, day and night, 
for a period of ten days. | 
. 5. At the completion of this 
course of penicillin treatment, an 
intravenous injection of 0.06 
grams of mapharsen, diluted in 10 
ce of triple distilled water, contain- 
ing 500 mg. of cevitamic acid, 
every twelve hours for a period of 
ten days. 

6. Injection and ingestion of vi- 
tamin B complex and liver. 
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7. Discharge from hospital at 
the end of twenty days. 

8. Then institution of intramus- 
cular injection of bismuth in aque- 
ous solution twice a week for a pe- 
riod of three months. 

9. At first daily, then weekly, 
then monthly, quantitative sero- 
logic estimation of the syphilitic 
titer in the patient’s blood. 

10. Semiyearly repetition of this 
serologic estimation (including the 
spinal fluid) to insure the stability 
of the cure. 

Syphilis is an occupational haz- 
ard of the dental profession. It is 
infrequent, but it should be com- 
pletely eliminated. If infection oc- 
curs, it must be treated in the light 
of our present-day knowledge com- 
bining antibiotics, treponemacides, 
and tissue protective substances, to 
obtain the quickest, safest, and sur- 
est cure.

A Little Mercy 
for the 
Older Dentists 


By BURKE Ww. FOX, D.D.S. 


“But, ‘Doctor,’ you say I have 
eight cavities. | just don’t see how 
that is possible. I’ve been going 
every six months to Doctor Smith. 
He is so busy that I thought when 
this ‘filling’ broke J could get you 
to fix it. But I didn’t think there 
was anything else wrong.” 

Did you smile condescendingly 
and, with a little flourish, hand her 
a mirror, point rapidly with the 
explorer, and triumphantly say, 
“Well, there they are!” ? 

If you are a young dentist just 
out of the Service, or just out of 
dental school, you possibly did just 
that, and felt that you were there- 
by showing the patient your su- 
periority to the older dentist and 
helping to win yourself a new pa- 
tient. In one dental school, at least, 
the students are indoctrinated with 
the idea that all the dentists who 
have been out of school for more 
than a few years have grown care- 
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less and slipshod in their service. 
They are led to believe they will 
step right out of school and excel 
the older dentists’ best efforts. So 
when you find these eight cavities 
it is evidence to support the theory 
that all the older dentists are care- 
less. 

You may be right in your atti- 
tude, but years of experience have 
convinced me that criticism of den- 
tists is taken by patients to be criti- 
cism of dentistry. When you un- 
dermine the confidence of the pa- 
tient in the profession, you are 
ultimately hurting yourself. 

There is another reason, too, for 
not being too critical of the older 
men. 


Shortage of Dentists 


I practice in a city which is the 
center of a large suburban area. 
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3 There are about 150,000 people in 
| the county, and a large number of 
_ patients come into the city from 





small towns as far away as one 
hundred miles for certain types of 
dental treatment; especially for the 
services of orthodontists, perio- 
dontists, and exodontists. During 
the war we were down to forty 
dentists, ten of whom were special- 
ists serving a population of about 
half a million. The remaining 
thirty, several of whom were elder- 
ly men, with several others in none 
too good health, had to take care 
of the dental needs of the 150,000 
residents of the county. A few 
minutes with pencil and paper will 
show you just how thin each den- 
tist had to spread his time to give 
urgent and immediately needed at- 
tention. 

Some of the dentists early rec- 
ognized that they could not ren- 
der full and adequate service to so 
many, and protected themselves 
and their old patients by refusing 
to take any new ones. Others felt 
that such a course, if universally 
adopted, would give the profession 
such a reputation with the unsatis- 
fied public that government inter- 
vention and socialized medicine 
would soon be demanded. 

Personally, I worked about elev- 
en to twelve hours a day at the 
chair, and on one occasion at the 
end of my last scheduled appoint- 
ment—at six-thirty—I had eight 
emergency cases still sitting in the 
reception room. That day I saw the 
twelve scheduled patients, plus 
twenty-one extra emergency Cases.

Many a man on the home front 
did even more than I to meet the 
situation. Naturally, we did not 
have time to put a high luster on 
our silver restorations. Naturally, 
when we felt that we could only 
spare thirty minutes or an hour to 
one patient, we took care of the 
worst cavities and the pyorrhea 
pockets, and passed up some of 
the microscopic pit cavities and 
postponed the replacement of some 
of the ancient silver restorations 
which were beginning to lose their 
shape and flow along the margins. 
If the house is on fire it is more 
important to get your possessions 
out of the window and save them 
than it is to pack everything neatly 
into suitcases and carry them out 
of the door. 


Young Dentists 


With the end of the war, our city 
has had an influx of new dentists, 
and the older men are more than 
glad to be able to refuse new pa- 
tients and send them to some of 
the younger men. There is some 
dissatisfaction from this practice, 
however, because many of the 
younger men, especially those who 
Were in the Service, seem to have 
an exaggerated idea of dental fees. 
Some of the men seem to feel that 
the dentists who stayed at home 
became rich during the war and 
that now they are going to get their 
share and get it quick. Patients ob- 
ject to paying to an unknown and 
untried dentist double the fee 
which they have been paying to a 
man whose service has stood the 
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test of time and been satisfactory. 
Some of them also resent the criti- 
cism of the dentist who stayed late 
at night or turned out early in the 
morning to take care of an emer- 
gency. The criticism “backfires” 
and the older man has the patients 
back on his hands when he thought 
he had been helping some young 
dentist. 

Personally, I am_ especially 
thankful for the continuous record 
of bitewing films on my patients, 
so that in cases of criticism I have 
concrete evidence to show whether 
or not I neglected important treat- 
ment. 

So, I am asking that you young- 
er men have a little mercy on us 
older ones. Give us a little time to 
polish up those wartime restora- 
tions. Let us catch up on those tiny 
pit and fissure cavities, those not- 
too-perfect restorations which at 
least saved the teeth long enough 
for you youngsters to work on 
them and stalled off government 
dentistry. 

The next time the patient says, 
“T just couldn’t have that many

cavities,” don’t be so condescend- 
ing, but say something like this: 

“During the war there were so 
few dentists left at home that most 
of the older dentists were over- 
worked. In order to take care of all 
the people, they had to limit the 
time they gave to any one patient. 
I feel sure that your dentist tried 
to take care of all the more urgent 
treatment in your mouth. He prob- 
ably saw these cavities but didn’t 
feel that they were so urgent that 
they had to be taken care of im- 
mediately. Now that we have more 
dentists, we can all take more time 
with each patient and begin once 
more to do preventive dentistry; 
that is, trying to foresee the trouble 
that might arise, replace doubtful 
restorations, and catch all the little 
places before they have time to de- 
velop into large ones.” 

Such advice is not likely to an- 
tagonize the patient or the older 
dentists, and will help to build up 
the profession instead of tearing it 
down.

LIKE MANY other people, I’m sen- 
sitive about having to wear false 
teeth. I know it’s ridiculous, at my 
age, to go about cringing in shad- 
owed corners and laughing behind 
the back of my hand, but I can’t 
seem to help it. I’ve been through 
as much as any woman with my 
teeth and I guess I’m what you'd 
call a dental cripple. I lost my real 
teeth early, owing to arthritis, and 
my first set of dentures—to use the 
refined trade expression—was a lit- 
erally hideous mistake. My second 
set, purchased on the installment 
plan because of my unstable finan- 
cial condition at the time, wasn’t 
much of an improvement. Three 











more sets only added to my sor- 
rows. Perhaps I[ should explain that 
my own original teeth were ugly 
tusks that stuck out in front at a 
spectacular angle. Even so, they 
were the real article, and far more 
satisfactory than the dazzling white 
store teeth I obtained as replace- 
ments. I was therefore interested 
when, only last year, a friend sug- 
gested I consult a New York den- 
tist whom I'll call Doctor Pichel. 
He was famous—a real artist, she 
told me, one of the haut monde of 
the dental world—and she felt sure 
he could cure my dental inferiority 
complex. Doctor Pichel himself, 
when I went to him, as good as 
guaranteed it; he promised to 
make me the most stupendous set 
of false teeth ever seen this side of 
Hollywood. I told him to go ahead. 
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I have to admit that he came 
through with a fancy job of plastic 
bridgework, but what he did to me 
mentally is irreparable. I haven't 
held up my head since—not in a 
good light, anyway. 

I discovered, on my first visit to 
Doctor Pichel, that he was far too 
refined and famous to discuss fees 
with his patients. Naturally, the 
composer of symphonies in den- 
tures, the author of prose poems in 
plastics, could not take up the crass 
question of money. Before | ever 
saw him, his secretary discussed 
prices with me in a sort of antisep- 
tic cell off the main Pichel waiting 
room.

On one side of this cubi- 
cle was a large dentist’s cabinet, in 
polished blond maple, and beside 
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it the familiar dentist’s chair, but 
upholstered in red chintz. I seated 
myself in the chair, and the sec- 
retary handed me a copy of 
Fortune. 

Doctor Pichel interrupted me 
about an hour later, just as I had 
finished reading my third article in 
Fortune.

After all, 
Senator Jones may be the secretive 
type, like Sir Arthur and me.) 
“Senator Jones wanted something 
impressive,” said Doctor Pichel, 
regarding his handiwork compla- 
cently. “His own teeth were posi- 
tively dwarf. Every time he opened 
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his mouth, he didn’t look like a 


senator. I promised him these in 
time for his state convention.” 
Doctor Pichel clacked Senator 
Jones several times, holding him at 
arm’s length so that he could study 
him critically. “What do you 
think?” 

“Just dandy,” I said coldly. It 
was true.

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Seattle (Washington) Times: Captain 
Joseph A. Tartre (DC) USN was re- 
cently awarded a commendation from 
Secretary of the Navy James Forrestal 
for outstanding service as senior dental 
oficer at Great Lakes Naval Training 
Center from July, 1941 to September, 
1944. The award was presented by Rear

Los Angeles (California) Times: Two 
Hollywood dentists, Doctor Owen D. 
Dwight and Doctor Joseph Cooper, have 
found they can develop fascinating hob- 
bies by using their mechanical skill in 
the making of jewelry and miniature 
furniture. 

Doctor Cooper’s hobby, reproducing 
furniture in miniature, began when he 
tried to buy a ship model for a mantle 
piece. When he looked at the workman- 
ship and at the price, he decided he 
could do better himself. After a similar 
experience in trying to buy miniature 
furniture as a home decoration, he trans- 
ferred his skill to reproducing the in- 
terior of his own living room in minia- 
ture to the exact scale of one-twelfth. 
Everything is made from the same ma- 
terial as its original, and each article 
is functional. For making special items 
such as lamps and metal drawer han- 
dles, Doctor Cooper uses his dental 
equipment. He makes plaster molds and 
casts them in the desired material. With 
his dental casting machine he has made 
tiny brass drawer handles and a fire- 
place set complete with andirons. 
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Doctor Dwight’s hobby of making 
jewelry developed when his nephew 
went into the Army Air Forces. He 
wanted to send him a ring bearing the 
navigator’s insignia. When he could not 
buy what he wanted he created it by 
taking an impression of a navigator’s 
pin and combining it with the wings of 
an Air Forces pin. By casting them to- 
gether, he produced a beautiful and 
original gold ring. 

The ring was so successful that Doc- 
tor Dwight decided to make a hobby of 
his skill. Being particularly fascinated 
by the beauty of California leaves, he 
began to reproduce them in gold and 
silver. He casts them by what he calls 
the “lost leaf” method. He takes im- 
pressions and invests them in casting 
investment heated to 1200° F. The leaf 
carbonizes at this heat, leaving its pat- 
tern for the wax cast from which he 
makes the piece in silver or gold. 


Miami (Florida) Herald: Three men 
of the Army Air Corps probably owe 
their lives to Doctor C. A. Haggard, 
Miami dentist, and his laboratory tech- 
nician, who rescued them after their 
plane crashed in Biscayne Bay off Cape 
Florida. Colonel Albert Hardwick, the 
pilot; Lieutenant Jim Daggert, the co- 
pilot; and Sergeant Edwin Sneed left 
Miami Army Air Depot at 3:44 p.m. 
Their plane crashed about fifteen min- 
utes later. 

Doctor Haggard and his dental tech- 
nician, who were out in Doctor Hag- 
gard’s cruiser “C Hag,” saw a wing of 
the plane strike the water. The plane 
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overturned and exploded into flames. It 
sank almost immediately. When the 
cruiser arrived about ten minutes after 
the crash the plane crew were floating 
near the location of the accident. 

The three Army men were taken 
aboard the “C Hag” and rushed to 
Miami where they were taken to Pratt 
General Hospital. Examination showed 
their injuries were not serious, though 
all suffered from shock and bruises, and 
Colonel Hardwick from a broken right 
arm. 


Philadelphia (Pennsylvania) Inquir- 
er: Doctor Isaac Gerson of Cairo, Egypt, 
is establishing what he believes will be 
the dental practice of the future. He has 
dental offices in two cities 5800 miles 
apart. Six months of the year he plans 
to practice in Boston, and the other six 
months in Cairo. 

Doctor Gerson first came to this coun- 
try in 1928 to attend Harvard Dental 
School. A year later he returned to 
Cairo and began his practice there. Af- 
ter making periodic journeys from one 
city to the other, he decided to open an 
office in both.

Minneapolis (Minnesota) _ Daily 
Times: Because Doctor Lehman Wen- 
dell, a dentist, knows Esperanto and is 
an amateur photographer, scientific 
knowledge about cancer of the bile 
ducts has spread more rapidly than it 
might otherwise have. 

An article on the subject appeared in 
a Minnesota medical journal which Pro- 
fessor Giorgio Canuto, an Esperanto 
speaker of the University of Parma, 
Italy, Medical School, could not obtain. 
So he wrote Doctor Wendell whose name 
he had found listed in an Esperanto di- 
rectory and asked him if he would send 
him certain information from the ar- 
ticle.

It is the most 
beautiful proof of the practical value 
of our language.” 


Miami (Florida) Daily News: A trip 
into the Florida Everglades to survey 
some land ended in three days of hun- 
ger, cold, and swarms of mosquitoes for 
Doctor James L. Armstrong, Miami den- 
tist, before he was finally rescued by a 
Coast Guard helicopter. 

Doctor Armstrong and Cyril Baldwin, 
state land appraiser, went into the Ever- 
glades with two companions in a half- 
track “swamp buggy.” About fifteen 
miles from Clewiston the “swamp bug- 
gy” broke down. Two of the men set out 
afoot early in the evening to find aid. 
After a tortuous trip, they reached Lake 
Harbor the next morning and reported 
that the other two men were stranded in 
the Everglades. 

A Coast Guard plane was sent out to 
locate Doctor Armstrong and Baldwin 
the day after they were stranded. It 
dropped blankets and canned foods 
which had to be eaten cold because 
there was no dry spot to build a fire. 

After two miserable nights in the 
swamp another plane flew over and 
dropped a message that an attempt 
would be made to get the men out. Then 
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a helicopter came over, and the pilot 
dropped a note asking the men to cut 
down the saw grass so he could land. 
Knives were dropped, but they were 
never located and Doctor Armstrong and 
Baldwin had to rip the grass out with 
their bare hands. 

When the helicopter landed the pilot 
prepared to take Doctor Armstrong out 
first, but the aircraft would not leave 
the ground. The dentist, who weighs 200 
pounds, got out, and Baldwin, who 
weighs forty pounds less, got in, and 
the pilot was able to take off without 
trouble. Later the helicopter returned. 
with thirty pounds less gasoline and 
took Doctor Armstrong out. 


Minneapolis (Minnesota) _ Daily 
Times: Instead of being a jinx to Doc- 
tor Herbert Magnuson, Minneapolis 
dentist, No. 13 is a number he has been 
kicking around all his life. First he 
painted the numerals on his sled, and 
later he fought for a football jersey 
with that number. He purchased a home 
on Thirteenth Avenue, and when he ap- 
plied for a commission in the Navy dur- 
ing World War II he found he had to 
wait until twelve others had been inter- 
viewed. He reported for duty on April

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‘Report from 
THE MIAMI SESSION 


of the A. D. A.

THE HOT October sun of Florida 
and the miles of travel did little to 
discourage the attendance of al- 
most all of the 358 delegates of the 
American Dental Association. At 
their own expense they came to 
Miami to the Eighty-Seventh Meet- 
ing of the House of Delegates, Oc- 
tober 14, 15, 16, 1946. 

Progress was the keynote, start- 
ing with an increase of the mem- 
bership by 5,844, bringing the total 
membership to the all-time high of 
64,038. The financial position of 
the association was improved by 
$246,000, bringing the total as- 
sets to $2,141,000. 

Doctor C. Willard Camalier, 
Chairman of the War Service and 
Postwar Planning Committee, 
brought the good news to the dele- 
gates that the length of service of 
dental officers in the Army had 
been reduced to _ twenty-four 
months to correspond to the Navy 
and the service time of medical 
officers. The report of Doctor E. C. 
Lunsford, Chairman of the Mili- 
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tary Affairs Committee, was fac- 
tual, forthright, and constructive, 
and brought hearty approval from 
the delegates. 

Doctor Earl E. Graham, Secre- 
tary of the Relief Commission, 
recommended the establishment of 
an incorporated depository or trust 
for the reception of gifts, dona- 
tions, bequests, and insurance, to 
establish a retirement home for 
dentists. 

Several resolutions were intro- 
duced to reduce the size of the 
House of Delegates, but no change 
could be made at this session. A 
resolution. to increase the dues 
$1.00 per year payable to the re- 
lief fund and the elimination of the 
Christmas seals was held over. 

The American Board of Oral 
Surgery sought approval of the 
delegates to authorize the Council 
on Dental Education to set stand- 
ards for the approval and recog- 
nition of the American Board of 
Oral Surgery. 

Part of one resolution advocated 
the election of a speaker by the 
House to preside over delegate 
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sessions. This plan has real merit 
and the election of a speaker famil- 
iar with parliamentary procedure 
would speed up business and add 
to the dignity of the body. 

The Reference Committee’s re- 
port on the Prosthetic Dental Serv- 
ice Committee differed from the 
Committee in that laboratory tech- 
nician training be conducted at 
high school level in vocational 
schools rather than college and all 
problems be worked out on state 
levels. 


Survey for Dentists 


The Economics Committee’s rec- 
ommendation that a survey of den- 
tal population and locations for 
graduates and returning service- 
men be conducted by the district 
societies was approved. These proj- 
ects were freely discussed and ap- 
proved at State Officers’ Confer- 
ences several years ago but Ameri- 
can Dental Association officers and 
trustees, and committee chairmen 
seldom attend the State Officers’ 
Conferences, so they are not always 
aware of what would help the 
state and district societies. 

Much of the matter brought be- 
fore the delegates by the Commit- 
tee on Dental Legislation and the 
Council on Dental Health could 
have been discussed and settled in 
committee. 

The meeting room facilities in 
the hotel were not the best and the 
delegates were crowded during all 
sessions. Meeting rooms for com- 
mittees and reference committees 
were not adequate. Each reference 
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committee should be assigned a 
good-sized room at the opening of 
the House of Delegates where dele- 
gates could go and express their 
views on the various committee 
recommendations. Sufficient steno- 
graphic service should be also 
available. Reference committee 
room assignments were not made 
at the Miami Meeting until after 
ten o’clock on the morning of the 
second day of the meeting and 
many delegates could not attend. 

The American Dental Associa- 
tion Award was bestowed on Doc- 
tor Percy R. Howe, Director, For- 
syth Dental Infirmary, Boston, 
Massachusetts; and posthumously 
on W. T. G. Morton, the dentist 
who introduced ether as an an- 
esthetic. 

The delegates chose a man with 
wide experience in local, state, and 
American Dental Association af- 
fairs as President-Elect—Doctor 
Harvey B. Washburn of St. Paul, 
Minnesota. 

Doctor Harold Hillenbrand was 
chosen to succeed Doctor Harry B. 
Pinney as the secretary of the As- 
sociation. Doctor Hillenbrand is 
well fitted for the position of sec- 
retary. He has youth, personality, 
courage, organization sense, and 
ability to express himself ably in 
writing and on the platform. 

There has been a tendency on 
the part of some A.D.A. commit- 
tees in the past few years to carry 
on their work directly and not 
through the proper channels in the 
state societies. The Committee on 
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Dental Legislation has a list of 
practicing dentists who have per- 
sonal connections with congress- 
men and senators. The list is made 
up of men who may not hold any 
office in a state or district society 
but who can render a valuable serv- 
ice by personally explaining our 
case to congressmen. However, the 
releases ask them not only to get in 
touch with their man, but also to 
give talks over the radio and issue 
releases to the press. The “contact” 
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men should be instructed only to 
talk to their congressmen; and the 
press and radio releases should be 
sent to the radio and press commit- 
tees of the various state societies. 
The duty of coordinating all of 
these activities should be assumed 
by the new secretary. 

Boston’s wish was granted, so 
plan to spend your vacation in 
historic New England and attend 
the full scale meeting—probably 
the first week in August, 1947, 





MORTAL SIN 


| READ with interest a recent Medical Economies article on choosing an 
office assistant. If a physician were to follow your suggestions, he would 
have an aide worth her weight in platinum. But how long would he keep 
her if he persisted in committing the mortal sin of the medical profession

TWO MIGHTY OAKS HAVE FALLEN 


WITH THE ripe years upon them two of dentistry’s mighty men are 
dead: Harvey J. Burkhart at 85 and Donald M. Gallie at 80. One walked 
with kings and statesmen of the world; the other was a colleague of 
the Chicago dental pioneers. Harvey Burkhart was the one who inspired 
and directed the Eastman Dental Clinics throughout the world. Don 
Gallie had a long and effective career as a beloved teacher whose good 
influence was impressed upon dental students over three decades. Both 
had earned the highest elective offices within dental organizations. 
Friendliness and forthrightness were among their virtues. 

Whoever has been a part of dentistry for more than half a century 
has lived through the years of struggle for professional recognition. 
When Burkhart and Gallie entered the field dentistry was held in low 
esteem. The theory of focal infection had not been formulated, the 
x-ray was undiscovered, the casting process had not been described, 
local anesthesia was unknown. Dentistry was practiced in “parlors” by 
dentists who had been trained under the preceptor system or by a 
course of a year or two that held no semblance of or connection with 
the true college in scholastic discipline or affiliation. Some of these early 
practitioners were resourceful and skillful mechanics with the meager 
tools at their command—and great men as well. | 

Both Harvey Burkhart and Don Gallie were a part of the organic 
growth of the profession. Both gave without stint of their energies to 
develop the profession and to bring it into public acceptance. Neither 
avoided a duty nor an assignment. At the time of his death Harvey 
Burkhart was serving as a trustee of the American Dental Association 
from the New York District and Don Gallie, although in retirement, 
added his forceful presence to many dental meetings. Both received 
from dentistry high honors and the admiration of their colleagues. 
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Both contributed to dentistry in greater measure than they received. 
They spoke in loud, clear voices for the good things: for stronger pro- 
fessional organizations, for better educational standards, for closer af- 
filiations with the other health agencies, 

What are the measures of a man’s greatness? Who are the successes ? 
The failures? Such appraisals are difficult to make. Contemporaries 
who have felt the warmth of a human personality may not have the 
detachment that is necessary to make an accurate appraisal. An af- 
fection for someone colors the verdict. On the other hand the person 
detached in time and place must make his judgment on the cold evidence 
of written works and documents. Appraisals are incomplete under either 
method. Personal affection may actually make it hard for us to judge 
a friend by his good works and contributions. The impersonal written 
word at best is never the full substance of a man’s self. The fine shades 
of tone and meaning, the hope behind the expression, the person-as-a- 
person seldom shine through the written word. We have to judge the 
great men of the world by the words that they left, or mirrored again 
and again in the words of the men who tried to interpret them. 

Neither Harvey Burkhart or Don Gallie made an important dis- 
covery comparable to the ones made by Wells, Morton, Roentgen, Tag- 
gart, or G. V. Black. Neither wrote an important book, nor a significant 
research report. Their greatness lay in their earnest zeal to advance the 
profession. When other men held back to advance their selfish interests 
Burkhart and Gallie gave freely of themselves. Harvey Burkhart was 
the force that caused George Eastman to put millions of dollars into 
dental clinics for the children throughout the world. Don Gallie was a 
sturdy fighter against process patents in dentistry who fought all the 
powerful forces that wanted to exact a royalty-for-use from dental in- 
ventions and discoveries. If the profession is to advance in social and 
professional consciousness as much in the next fifty years as in the 
past half century more mighty men of the Burkhart-Gallie kind are 


greatly needed.

Bad Debts 
And Your 


Income Tax 


CONSIDERABLE confusion still exists 
among taxpavers regarding both 
business and nonbusiness bad 
debts. and as to when and how they 
may be deducted in income tax re- 
turns. Contrary to general belief. 
in many instances bad debts are 
not deductible! 


A basic understanding of tax 
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regulations respecting the treat- 
ment of bad debts in income tax re. 
turns is imperative prior to the end 
of the year. In some instances the 
taxpayer may have the choice’ o 
certain alternatives during the yea 
which will vitally affect the amoun 
of his income tax. If, however, h 
remains uninformed until after th 
year reported is ended, he may 
have lost tax advantages which 
cannot be recovered. 

If the taxpayer reports on the 
cash receipts and disbursements 
basis in making his income tax re: 
turn, it should be obvious that the 
amount of the bad debts for serv 
ices and merchandise may not be 
deducted. Such debts have not been 
included in income, and the losses 
therefore, would not be deductibl 
from income. Stated another way— 
and this is important to an under 
standing of the point—such bai 
debts are already indirectly re 
flected in the tax return because the 
reported gross income is less by the 
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exact amount of such debts, as is 
the taxable income when computed. 
Therefore, on the cash receipts and 
disbursements basis of reporting, 
the taxpayer has already received 
credit to the exact amount of the 
bad debts, and to record them ad- 
ditionally as deductible items 
would be the same as taking such 
deductions twice. 

As most small businessmen re- 
port on the cash receipts and dis- 
bursements basis, such business 
bad debts are ruled out for them 
as deductible items. If, however. 
the taxpayer reports on the ac- 
crual basis, and bad debts have 
been reported as income either in 
the year reported or in a previous 
year, such bad debts, of course, are 
deductible. 

The cash receipts and disburse- 
ments basis in reporting income 
for tax purposes is not to be con- 
fused with “cash” method of doing 
business. A taxpayer may operate 
either a cash or cash and credit 
business and still use the cash re- 
ceipts and disbursements basis for 
reporting. 

In all cases of a deduction for a 
bad debt. the explanation must 
show (a) the nature of the debt. 
(b) name and family relationship. 
if any, of the debtor, (c) when the 
debt was created, (d) when it be- 
came due, (e) what efforts have 
been made to collect the debt, and 
(f) how it was determined to be 
worthless. 


Tax counselor explains income tax regulations affecting your 


bad debts. 
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In order to be an allowable de- 
duction, a debt must become worth- 
less within the year for which the 
return is made. The determination 
of worthlessness is an important 
provision in establishing the allow- 
ability of the deduction. The tax- 
payer must take reasonable steps 
to determine that there is no prob- 
ability of payment or collection, 
and must have prima facie evi- 
dence to prove that the debt has no 
value. If, in the exercise of sound 
business judgment, a taxpayer con- 
cludes, after making every reason- 
able effort to determine whether 
there is likelihood of recovery, that 
the debt has no value, a deduction 
for such debt may be allowable. 
Court action, such as a legal judg- 
ment or adjudication in bank- 
ruptcy, is not necessary as proof 
that the debt is worthless when it 
is evident that the judgment would 
be futile if obtained. 

Since the deduction must be 
taken for the taxable year in which 
the debt becomes worthless, the 
fact that a debt is still held open 
on the books of the taxpayer does 
not mean that it has value. The law 
does not permit a taxpayer to de- 
fer claiming a deductible allow- 
ance on that account beyond the 
year in which it becomes worthless. 


Deductibility 


A further requirement regard- 
ing deductibility for bad debts is 
that a debt must have existed in 
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fact and in law. If the debtor was 
not legally liable to the taxpayer, 
then there was no debt.to become 
worthless. Thus, a gambling debt 
that is not legally enforcible can- 
not be deducted as a bad debt. 
Advances to relatives to tide them 
over financial straits, made out of 
moral considerations and without 
understandings regarding repay- 
ment, are frequently held to be in 
the nature of a gift rather than a 
loan, and consequently no deduc- 
tion would be allowable for non- 
payment. However, when a loan is 
made to a relative in a bona fide 
business transaction, a deduction 
may be allowed because of noncol- 
lectibility. 

Bad debts arising from sales and 
services—if deductible, as already 
discussed—should be shown on 
the income tax form to arrive at 
adjusted gross profit (or loss) 
from business. Nonbusiness bad 
debts and losses from worthless 
bonds and similar obligations 
should be reported as losses on 
capital assets held for not more 
than six months. By a special pro- 
vision of law, nonbusiness losses 
from the sale or exchange of prop- 
erty are deductible in computing 
adjusted gross income in which the 
tax in the tax table applies. In this 
respect they differ from ordinary 
nonbusiness expenses which can- 
not be separately deducted if the 
taxpayer uses the tax table of the 
short income tax form. 

A deduction for bad debts may 
arise where a businessman, as in- 
dorser or guarantor on an obliga- 
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tion, has been obliged to pay the 
debt of the principal as a business 
transaction. When the indorser or 
guarantor pays a debt, he is subro- 
gated to the rights of the creditor 
against the principal debtor; and 
if his claim against the debtor is 
worthless and uncollectible, he is 
entitled to a deduction, not because 
of the payment itself, but because 
the payment gives rise to a claim 
which becomes a bad debt. If the 
indorser or guarantor reports on 
the cash receipts and disburse- 
ments basis, and meets his obliga- 
tion by giving his personal note for 
the worthless note of the principal 
debtor, he may not claim the de- 
duction until the year in which the 
note is paid. If, however, he re- 
ports on the accrual basis, the de- 
duction would be allowed in the 
year in which he gave his note in 
settlement of the obligation. 
Where a business debt is ascer- 
tained to be recoverable only in 
part, it is permissible to take a de- 
duction for worthlessness not in 
excess of the amount which actual- 
ly becomes worthless and is charg- 
ed off within the taxable year, sub- 
ject to it being deductible at all, as 
already discussed. If the taxpayer 
claims such a deduction and it is 
disallowed because the worthless- 
ness does not occur until a later 
year, he may take the deduction in 
the later year if the charge-off 
made in the earlier year has not 
been withdrawn. If the balance of 
the debt becomes wholly worthless, 
the taxpayer may claim, in the 
year of such worthlessness, the 
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amount of the debt which has not 
been allowed in previous years. 

Conversely, where a bad debt 
has been deducted in an income 
tax return and, at a later date, part 
or all of the debt is recovered, such 
recovery must be reported as in- 
come. 

If the taxpayer is engaged in 
business in which credit to custom- 
ers is a factor, the reserve method 
of deducting bad debts may be em- 
ployed under the provisions of the 
statute. Each year the taxpayer 
charges to expense an addition to 
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the reserve. After each addition the 
reserve should represent a reason- 
able estimate of the amount that 
will probably become uncollectible 
out of the receivables then on the 
books. When debts become worth- 
less they are then charged to the 
reserve, and may not be deducted 
from income. No change in method 
may be made—once_ elected— 
without permission of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue.

THE INDIVIDUAL UNIT PORCELAIN BRIDGE 


By LEE ALAN KAPILOW, D.D.S. 
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The right central incisor is 
prepared as for a porcelain 
jacket crown except that a 
trifle more tooth structure 
is removed to allow for the 
coping. 





Take a copper tube im- 
pression and a wax bite. 
Run an amalgam die, and 
mount. Make duplicates of 
all dies in order to effect 
repairs without the remov- 
al of bridge. 


Adapt a heavy platinum 
matrix to the die, trim, and 
remove. Sweat pure gold to 
the matrix. 
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With matrix on die, carve 
a thin wax coping with full 
lingual shoulder running 
partly into the proximals.

A PLANNED FINANCIAL COURSE DURING INFLATION 


1. Don’t be greedy. If you have already made nine dollars, let some- 
one else make the last dollar. 

2. Don’t speculate for quick returns. You may be lucky enough to 
make large profits; few are lucky enough to keep them. 

3. Don’t overwork your money. When you take a profit, don’t rush 
immediately into another investment merely because you are unwilling 
to have your money idle.

Unbalanced Anteriors 


Q.—We constantly encounter patients 
with unbalanced upper anteriors where 
the judicious use of stones and polishers 
would improve their appearance. In 
some cases they require radical adjust- 
ments. How far can one safely go with- 
out endangering the teeth? I realize 
there is no danger of caries on the self- 
cleansed edges, and we remove many 
times more tooth structure for jacket 
crowns. Why are there such diversified 
opinions as to the practicability of im- 
proving the appearance of patients with 
this method? I am constantly tempted 
to grind considerably more than I do.

A.—I agree with you that many 
anterior teeth can be greatly im- 
proved by judicious grinding and 
polishing. I do not believe any 
harm is done by this procedure so 
long as the dentine is not exposed 
in the process. 

I often grind and polish labial 
surfaces as well as incisal edges.— 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Maxillary Sinus Opened 


Q.—Several weeks ago, when extract- 
ing an upper right second molar, | 
opened the canal that runs into the max- 
illary sinus. The patient has had no ef- 
fects other than the mouth becoming 
dry. 

I have been packing the opening with 
a butyn metaphen ointment every other 
day. What other treatment could be 
used to close this opening?—-E. B. C., 
Pennsylvania. 


A.—lIt is possible that the open- 
ing into the maxillary sinus will 
close spontaneously as soon as you 
cease packing it. If it does not, you 
may have to have an otorhino- 
laryngologist cooperate with you 
by opening the sinus through the 
nasal wall. You can then close the 
oral opening by a plastic operation 
with good hope of the operation 
being a success.—GEORGE R. War- 
NER. 


Dark Stains 


(.—I have a patient, a woman 26 
years of age. She is now in the early 
seventh month of her first pregnancy. 
About two months ago I scaled and 
polished her teeth as thoroughly as pos- 
sible. Within the last month she has 
noticed dark stains on all her teeth. 
Her smoking habits are moderate— 
about three or four cigarettes a day. Her 
diet is the usual one prescribed for 
pregnancy. She is not taking any medi- 
cation. Could you, please, tell me what 
might be causing the black stains?—

A.—I wish I might answer the 
question in your letter in detail 
and with assurance, but I cannot. 
I have had similar cases and I have 
had a number of such cases re- 
ported to me. I have been through 
the literature carefully without 
finding a satisfactory explanation. 
About all I can say is that these 
stains must result from the way

these people metabolize their food. 
| have tried to relate the stain to a 
high protein diet or an excess of 
certain vegetables in the diet, but 
I have not been successful in this 
effort.—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Separated Centrals 

Q.—I have a patient 31 years of age 
with maxillary centrals that are sepa- 
rated by about 2 mm. The frenum seems 
to be prominent between the teeth. The 
patient says that members of his family 
have had this condition before him. 
Would you advise operative treatment of 
the frenum and orthodontics? What is 
your opinion of porcelain jackets to 
establish contact? The patient has all 
thirty-two teeth in normal alinement.— 
W. J. S., New York. 

A.—A labial frenum may be 
dissected or pinched out by draw- 
ing the central incisors together 
and holding them in that position 
until the frenum atrophies. I sus- 
pect, however, that at your pa- 
tient’s age dissecting the frenum 
out would be the most satisfactory. 
If the patient is too conscious of 
the wide space, jacket crowns 
would be a satisfactory solution to 
the problem. In making them, the 
appearance of too great a width of 
the centrals could be partly over- 
come by not quite closing the 
space in midline and leaving a like 
space between the ce»trals and 
laterals—GeorcE R. WARNER. 


Loose Upper Dentures 


Q.—In a number of my patients with 
full upper dentures and natural oppos- 
ing lower teeth or full lower dentures, 
the upper dentures seem to loosen con- 
siderably within three weeks. I have 
tried to check the occlusion carefully to 
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be sure that there are no high spots 
which would cause ridge resorption. In 
all the full upper and lower dentures I 
adjust occlusion on an anatomic artic- 
ulator after the dentures are processed 
and a new bite taken so that the pro- 
trusive movements are balanced. Of 
course, there is the possibility that with 
all my care the occlusion is still not 
what it should be. 

I shall appreciate it if you will let me 
know whether there are any other causes 
for rapid resorption of the ridges, or 
whether it is caused by the occlusion.— 
R. B., New York. 

A.—When full upper dentures 
loosen within three weeks after in- 
sertion it is undoubtedly not the 
result of bone resorption. The 
loosening is more likely to be 
caused by an overcompression or 
overextension of the peripheral 
borders. 

In such a case, test carefully for 
muscle pull by raising the cheeks 
and lip, watching as you manipu- 
late the tissues to locate tension 
areas, and lowering or thinning the 
periphery accordingly. 

It is not necessary that a den- 
ture be extremely tight if there is 
neither muscle tension nor occlu- 
sal unbalance to dislodge it. 

I often tell patients that they 
must learn to direct occlusal pres- 
sures to seat rather than unseat 
their dentures. They should never 
pull outward, but rather press in- 
ward and upward, on a piece of 
bread, celery, or whatever they are 
trying to bite off, to avoid unseat- 
ing leverage on the denture. For 
the same reason, they should learn 
to chew with a small morsel of food 
on both sides at the same time.— 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY.

The 
more elusive forms of nutritive deficiency are of frequent occur- 
rence, vitamin C deficiency being particularly common.’ 


“The earliest sign of a frank or sub- 
clinical vitamin C deficiency is often 
a painful gingivitis with bleeding 
upon the slightest trauma,” says 
Massler’.
